Uneasy Peace Settles

But unlike the House, the Sen­ 
ate in passing the immigration 
bill by a 76-18 vote Wednesday 
put a ceiling for the first time 
on immigration from Western 
Hemisphere nations. 
It now will be up to a Senate-

Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D- 
Mass., floor manager of the 
measure in the Senate, told 
newsmen it might be possible to 
reach a compromise that would 
permit the President to raise 
the Western Hemisphere ceiling 
if he found this vital to the na 
tional interest. 
The scrapping of the national 
origins quota system has long 
been sought by those who con

The full Congress finally ap­ 
proved in 1938 the Fair Labor 
Standards Act which imposed a 
minimum wage of 25 cents an 
hour, put restrictions on the use 
of child labor, ordered a 44-hour 
work week (later 40) for busi­ 
nesses in interstate commerce, 
and compelled overtime pay for 
hours worked over the 44-hour 
limit. 
Nevertheless, 
while 
millions 
of workers benefited by this 
law, other millions weren’t pro­ 
tected at all. In 1961 about an­ 
other 4 million were included in 
the coverage. 
The Supreme Court in 1941 
upheld the wage-hour law, so 
after that it became simply a 
problem 
for 
Congress to 
in­ 
crease the mi rn mum and broad­ 
en the coverage as changing 
times demanded. 
This, briefly, is the history of

D ear Mr. G : 
An attack o f 
fainting is usually due to a sud­ 
den tem p o rary lack o f blo o d 
sup p ly to the brain T here a r e 
m any p hy sical reaso ns to ac 
co unt fo r this: lo w blo o d p res 
sure, sudden changes o f p o si­ 
tio n, lo ng bedrest after an ill­ 
ness, co nstricting co llars, a se­ 
vere ep iso de cf co ughing, a sud­ 
den fall o f blo o d sugar, can all 
p io duce a fainting sp ell. 
Em o tio nal to rsio ns can cause 
a sense o f faintness by a reflex 
actio n that causes the blo o d in 
the abdo m en to accum ulate m o ­ 
m entarily , and thus dep rive the 
brain o f its no rm al sup p ly . 
It is no t likely th a t childbirth 
w as the cause o f y o ur wife’s 
tendency to faint. 
Yo ur 
m en­ 
tio ning the " first” baby s u g ­ 
gests that there are o thers, to o 
all a d d i n g 
to her p o ssible 
p hy sical and em o tio nal strain. 
With so m any causes as p o s­ 
sibilities, I wo uld suggest th at 
y o ur wife have a tho ro ugh ex­ 
am inatio n first, to rule o ut any 
p hy sical p ro blem . 
If there is no ne, then try to 
avo id stressful situatio ns. Give 
her added 
sup p o rt and assur­ 
ance when they are no t avo ida­ 
ble. If

cause itself, o bvio usly it will be 
easier to avo id it. 
Fo r tho se who ha v e no t ha d 
the exp erience y o u undo ubted­ 
ly have had in help ing a faint­ 
ing p erso n, here a re so m e sug­ 
gestio ns:

The Builders 


Congressional passion for putting up 
buildings shows no abatement. The 
Senate has passed a resolution author­ 
izing a third Library of Congress build­ 
ing. It will become the long-planned 
memorial to Jam es Madison, the fourth 
president. Design costs alone will run 
to $500,000. 
The resolution entrusts the library to 
the General Services Administration, a 
move that bypasses J. George Stewart, 
the Architect of the Capitol who isn’t 
an architect at all. 
Congress is still hearing criticism of 
the $95 million — or was it $131 mil­ 
lion? — Rayburn House Office Building. 
The Senate blames Stewart, but it is 
imprQbable one man could be respon­ 


sible for all the waste, bad taste and de­ 
fective planning that produced that 
monstrosity. 
Stewart may be barred from the 
Madison job, but in the works is a new 
facade for the west front of the Capitol. 
The 160-year old walls are flaking away 
and supporting arches are sagging. It 
wouldn’t take much to send the dome 
crashing down, he warns. Reconstruc­ 
tion of the east, front, completed in 11*61, 
cost $24 million. 
Then Rep. Wright Patm an can be ex­ 
pected to revive his suggestion of last 
March that the House build a fourth of­ 
fice building. Still recovering from the 
Rayburn disaster, the House was not

count for this; low blood pres­ 
sure, sudden changes of posi­ 
tion, long bedrest after an ill­ 
ness, constricting collars, a se­ 
vere episode cf coughing, a sud­ 
den fall of blood sugar, can all 
Pioduce a fainting spell. 
Em otional torsions c.m cause 
a sense of faintness by a reflex 
action that causes the blood in 
the abdom en to accum ulate m o­ 
m entarily, and thus deprive the 
brain of Its norm al supply. 
It iy not likely that childbirth 
was the cause of your 
wife’s 
tendency to faint. 
Your 
m en­ 
tioning the " first” baby s u g • 
gests that there are others, too 
all 
a d d i n g to her possible 
physical and em otional strain. 
With so m any causes as pos­ 
sibilities, I would suggest that 
your wife have a thorough ex ­ 
am ination first, to rule out any 
physical problem . 
If there is none, then try to 
avoid stressful situations. Give

the United States to rearm Pak 
istan again.” 
Nehru was q u estioned abou t 
the state of relations between 
India and the United States in 
the light of the U.S. p olicy of 
neu trality in the India-Pak istan 
war.

Helps Handle 


City Refuse 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP)—An 
old gardener's device—compost­ 
ing—was described Wednesday 
as a good way to help get rid 
of America’s growing pile of 
refuse. 
Speakers presenting papers at 
a national conference here on 
the mounting problems of dis­ 
posing of solid wastes reported 
on systems for converting trash 
and garbage into compost, a de­ 
cayed material usable as a soil 
conditioner. 
Gardeners have been doing 
this for years—piling dead leav­ 
es, grass clippings and other 
waste into compost heaps. As 
the organic materia! decays, it 
forms humus, which loosens soil 
and makes it more porous. 
Only recently, however, has 
municipal composting been pro­ 
posed in this country as an al­ 
ternative to dumps, landfills or 
other means of getting rid of 
rubbish and garbage. It has 
been used in Europe, notably 
Holland 
and 
Switzerland, 
for 
about 20 years. 
The conference is sponsored 
by the Ohio Health Department 
and U.S. Public Health Service. 
Composting can be cheaper 
than other trash disposal meth­ 
ods, mich as incineration—burn­ 
ing in a sealed container—be­ 
cause 
it produces a 
product 
which can be sold. Costs of com­ 
posting 
and 
incineration 
are 
roughly comparable, said one 
speaker, except that composting 
can 
produce 
some 
revenue 
where incineration cannot. 
Golf courses and large farm­ 
ing operations are among chief 
customers for compost, which 
competes with peat mass as 
a soil conditioner. 
No full scale competing plant 
now operate in this country, but 
St. Petersburg, Fla., and Hous­ 
ton, Tex., will have plants work­ 
ing soon. 
An experimental plant at San 
Fernando, Calif , ran successful­ 
ly for more than a year.
